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Past  President 
Teaches  Course 

Dr.  Colvin  Blanford,  im¬ 
mediate  past  president  of  the 
OMI  Association  and  current 
chairman  of  the  political  ed¬ 
ucation  committee,  will  be 
teaching  a  course  entitled 
“The  Black  Church  and  The 
Black  Revolution"  during  the 
winter  quarter  (Jan. -Mar.) 
1970  at  Merritt  College  in 
Oakland. 

The  purpose  of  the  course 
is  to  help  students  develop  a 
critical  understanding  of  the 
current  “Black  Revolution" 
and  to  develop  an  awareness 
of  the  role  (passive  and  ac¬ 
tive)  that  Black  churchmen 
are  playing  in  it. 

The  major  texts  for- the 
course  will  include:  James  H. 
Cone,  Black  Theology  and 
Black  Power;  E.  Franklin 
Frazier,  The  Negro  Church  in 
America;  and  Joseph  R. 
Washington,  Black  Religion. 

Studies  will  also  be  made  of 
the  significant  role  that  Black 
religionists  who  embrace  the 
Muslim  faith  have  made. 

The  course  is  open  to  the 
general  community  as  well 
as  to  regular  students  and  will 
be  conducted  each  Wednesday 
evening  from  7  to  9  P.M.  For 
further  information  you  may 
contact  Mr.  Enlow  at  Merritt 
College  or  Mrs.  Bailey  or 
Mrs.  Lockheart  at  the  North 
Oakland  Development  Center. 

Dr.  Blanford  lectured  this 
past  spring  at  U.C.  Medical 
Center  on  “The  Contemporary 
Black  Youth  Scene”  arid 
taught  a  one-month  course 
this  fall  for  the  San  Francisco 
Council  of  Churches  entitled 
“Ethnic  Factors  in  White 
Society.” 

Dr.  Blanford  is  a  graduate 
of  San  Francisco  State  Col¬ 
lege  (B.A.)  1960,  the  Berkeley 
Baptist  Divinity  School  (B.D.) 
1963,  and  earned  his  doctorate 
in  religion  (Rel.  D.)  at  the 
Southern  California  School  of 
Theology  at  Claremont  in  1969.

Coop  Elementary  School 
Moves  Into  Community 


Shire  School,  one  of  San 
Francisco’s  most  interesting 
educational  efforts,  has  come 
to  the  OMI  Community,  hop¬ 
ing  to  become  .permanently 
located  here. 

In  an  interview  at  the  OMI 
office,  T.  White  and  Helen 
Garvy  of  the  school  staff  ex¬ 
plained  the  history  and  philos¬ 
ophy  of  Shire  School. 

The  Shire  School  is  a  co¬ 
operative  elementary  school 
.  which  was  established  by 
parents  and  teachers  in  the 
Spring  of  1967  as  an  alterna¬ 
tive  to  standard  public  or  ex¬ 
pensive  private  schools.  It  is 
staffed  largely  by  the  parents 
themselves  with  the  aid  of 
five  full-time  and  five  part- 
time  teachers.  Funds  are 
derived  from  voluntary  tui¬ 
tion  and  donations. 

The  school  came  to  our 
community  via  a  long  and 
roundabout  path  which  has 
taken  it  through  a  succession 
of  warehouses,  churches,  pri¬ 
vate  homes,  and  so  on.  Finally 
a  large  house  and  a  lot  were 
obtained  at  239  Sadowa.  The 
building  is  presently  being 
remodeled  to  bring  it  up  to 
code  requirements  for  school 
use,  and  it  is  hoped  that  opera¬ 
tions  will  begin  in  February. 

The  Shire  School  staff  in¬ 
sists  on  regarding  children  as 
people,  with  complete  person¬ 
alities  of  their  own.  These 
personalities  must  be  taken 
into  account  and  utilized  in 
the  learning  process.  They  feel 
that  a  teacher  must  have  faith 
in  a  child’s  own  initiative  and 
willingness  to  learn.  The  ex¬ 
cellent  teacher-student  ratio 
makes  highly  individualized 
instruction  possible,  and  per¬ 
mits  each  teacher  to  take  the 
time  to  work  closely  witirthe 
pupil  on  the  interest  and  need 
of  the  moment.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  make  the  learning 
process  fun  and  interesting  so 
that  children  will  initiate  their 
own  lessons  and  projects.  It  is 


found  that  students,  especially 
those  with  learning  difficul¬ 
ties,  do  best  with  a  “tutor”  or 
“study  partner”  from  among 
the  other  chTdren,  rather  than 
with  an  adult  teacher.  This 
practice  is  encouraged  when 
helpful  to  the  child. 

In  accordance  with  the 
principle  of  developing  the 
“whole  man,”  field  trips  and 
extra-classroom  experiences 
are  a  regular  and  important 
part  of  the  school  day.  Though 
the  school  is  ungraded,  the 
staff  finds  that  the  children 
tend  to  form  natural  study 
and  activity  groups  which  the 
kids  call  “clubs.”  These  clubs 
might  include  a  certain  age 
group  for  one  activity,  a  dif¬ 
ferent  age  group  for  another. 

Children  are  permitted  to 
learn  at  their  own  speed,  and 
are  not  pressed  to  do  work  in 
which  they  are  not  yet  in¬ 
terested  or  are  not  prepared. 
Conversely,  no  child  is  held 
back  at  a  work  level  in  which 
he  is  already  competent  and 
possibly  becoming  bored. 
Miss  Garvy  observes  that 
many  children  who  have  done 
poorly,  whether  through  lack 
of  motivation  or  foi*  some 
other  reason  in  ordinary 
schools,  often  respond  well  to 
the  Shire  School  approach. 
They  stress,  however,  that 
Shire  School  is  not  just  for 
“problem  kids,”  but  can  offer 
a  rich  experience  to  all  chil¬ 
dren. 

Because  of  space  limita¬ 
tions,  Shire  School  must  re¬ 
strict  its  enrollment  to  ap¬ 
proximately  fifty  students. 
However,  the  exact  enroll¬ 
ment  for  the  new  building  is 
not  yet  fixed,  and  any  parent 
interested  should  contact 
Helen  Garvy  or  T.  White  at 
587-1942  or  863-2770.  The  school 
is  for  children  aged  five 
through  thirteen  and  does 
satisfy  Board  of  Education  re¬ 
quirements  for  compulsory  ed¬ 
ucation. 


Pilot  Project  for 
Local  School 

For  the  first  time  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  San  Francisco 
School  District  teachers, 
.parents  and  principal  joined 
together  with  the  downtown 
office  to  help  in  the  selection 
of  administrative  personnel 
for  their  school.  When  Walter 
Dietz,  Assistant  Principal  of 
Administration,  retired  after 
20  years  of  service  to  Aptos, 
it  was  felt  that  the  community 
should  have  a  part  in  the 
choice  of  his  successor. 

The  Superintendent’s  office 
joined  enthusiastically  with 
principal  Dr.  Barsotti,  teach¬ 
ers  and  parents  in  considering 
candidates  for  this  important 
job.  During  Christmas  vaca¬ 
tion  this  group  met  informally 
at  a  get-acquainted  coffee 
with  five  qualified  candidates. 
The  next  day,  Dr.  Barsotti,  a 
committee  of  five  teachers, 
elected  by  the  faculty,  and 
parents .  ...jter viewed  the 
candidates  and  made  recom¬ 
mendations.  Dr.  Jenkins  will 
study  them  and  make  a  final 
report  to  be  presented  to  the  , 
Board  of  Education  for  ap¬ 
proval. 

This  is  an  important  step 
forward  in  genuine  faculty 
and  community  participation. 
Thanks  are  extended  to  those 
who  spent  many  hours  plan¬ 
ning  and  carrying  out  this 
pilot  project. 

OMI  Board 
Sets  Priorities 

In  a  special  meeting  on  Jan¬ 
uary  10,  the  OMI  Board  met 
to  discuss  plans  for  1970.  After 
much  discussion  it  was  agreed 
that  the  full  weight  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  should  be  thrown 
behind  certain  committee 
projects.  These  priority  items 
include  the  establishment  of  a 
Community  School  Board,  a 
child  care  center,  and  a  com¬ 
munity  mental  health  center. 
It  was  also  decided  that  the 
OMI  needed  to  work  much 
harder  toward  cooperation 
and  communication  with  other 
community  groups,  and  to 
develop  a  reliable  financial 
base  within  the  community. 

Volunteer  committees  have 
done  a  great  deal  of  ground¬ 
work  in  the  areas  mentioned 
and  it  is  now  time  for  the 
whole  organization  to  back 
them  up.  Anyone  interested  in 
these  projects  should  contact 
the  office  at  584-8188.

Effect  of  Money 
Cut  For  CEPP 

Due  to  a  50  per  cent  cut  in 
federal  funds,  CEPP  (The 
Community  Education  Plan¬ 
ning  Project )  was  forced  to  re¬ 
vamp  its  Reading  and  Lan¬ 
guage  Arts  Program.  The 
emphasis  now  is  being  placed 
on  Kindergarten  through  third 
grades,  whereas  before,  the 
program  extended  through  the 
sixth  grade.  The  Tutorial  Cen¬ 
ters,  however,  still  serve  all 
elementary  grade  levels  and 
exist  at  all  seven  OMI  schools. 

Getman,  Developing  Learn¬ 
ing  Readiness,  is  the  primary 
material  supplied  by  CEPP  to 
the  five  elementary  school 
Kindergarten  classes.  It  is  a 
reading  readiness  -  program 
that  emphasizes  development 
in  physical  coordination  as  an 
intregal  step  to  visual  and 
auditory  perception.  For  in¬ 
stance,  exercises  such  as 
stringing  beads,  cutting  with 
scissors,  walking  a  beam  with 
the  eye  fixed  on  a  target,  are 
important  in  that  they  relate 
visual  and  motor  skills,  a 
relationship  necessary  when 
learning  to  read  and  write. 

CEPP  also  has  introduced 
the  Language  Experiences  in 
Reading  program  to  the  OMI 
first  through  third  grades. 
This  is  an  individualized  read¬ 
ing  program  that  begins  with 
the  youngster’s  own  experi¬ 
ences  and  existing  language. 
For  instance,  a  child  will  tell 
the  teacher  a  story  which  she 
will  write  down;  he  then  uses 
his  own  writing  to  learn  to 
recognize  words.  He  under¬ 
stands  what  he  is  reading  be-. 
cause  he  dictated  or  wrote  it, 
and  is  not  placed  at  a  disad¬ 
vantage  if  his  background 
experiences  ■  is  extrem&i^l" 
divergent  from  the  story-' uL  „ 
tent  of  prepared  “readers.” 

In  addition,  there  is  no  need 
to  separate  children  into 
ability  groups,  for  this  em¬ 
phasis  on  individualization  is 
an  advantage  for  the  child 
with  superior  language  de¬ 
velopment  just  as  it  is  for  the 
child  with  a  poor  language 
background. 

CEPP  supplements  these 
programs  with  classroom 
aides  who  work  with  the  kin¬ 
dergarten  through  3rd  grade 
classes  at  each  of  the  seven 
OMI  schools  for  three  hours  a 
day,  assisting  both  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  the  students.

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarth 

Along  with  developing  just  laws,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  legis¬ 
lator  to  provide  effective  and  sensitive  service  to  his  consti¬ 
tuents,  regardless  of  their  political  affiliations. 

I  have  been  pleased  with  the  number  of  people  who  have 
visited  my  office  in  San  Francisco  to  ask  for  assistance  with 
various  problems.  Many  told  me  they  were  unaware  of  the  kind 
of  help  which  was  available  from  their  Assemblyman. 

Records  are  confidential,  except  where  public  issues  are  in¬ 
volved.  There  are  a  number  of  situations  which  present  a  better 
picture  of  the  kind  of  help  available  to  the  individual. 

Many  elderly  people  have  difficulty  applying  for  the  benefits 
to  which  they  are  legally  entitled  under  state  and  federal  law. 
Sometimes  they  are  frustrated  by  bureaucratic  red  tape.  One 
Senior  Citizen  came  to  my  office  to  ask  for  tax  relief.  After 
exploring  the  matter  with  the  Tax  Department,  we  discovered 
that  she  was  eligible  for  Senior  Citizens  Tax  Assistance  with 
her  property  taxes.  In  addition,  my  staff  successfully  completed 
an  application  for  Old  Age  Security  benefits  from  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Social  Welfare. 

A  lack  of  knowledge  about  state  assistance  is  not  limited  to 
elderly  people.  A  young  father  of  four  children  became  dis¬ 
abled  and  could  not  continue  his  usual  occupation.  Until  my 
staff  helped  him  apply  for  job  retraining  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  he  was  unaware  that  such  a 
state  service  existed  for  Californians. 

Several  young  veterans  needed  help  in  speeding  the  pro¬ 
cessing  of  Cal-Vet  loans  for  a  new  home. 

A  widow  with  three  children  continually  received  her  social 
security  check  at  different  times  late  in  the  month.  After  her 
telephone  call  to  our  office  my  staff  discovered  that  a  minor 
technical  problem  was  causing  irregular  processing  of  her 
check.  Once  the  problem  was  resolved,  the  check  was  received 
regularly  each  month  which  enabled  her  to  plan  her  budget 
more  confidently.  Despite  vigorous  efforts,  a  group  of  residents 
in  OMI  had  been  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  action  regarding  an 
intersection  which  threatened  the  safety  of  children  on  their 
way  to  school.  The  residents’  petition  for  study  of  the  traffic 
pattern  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  city  officials. 
It  was  not  long  before  painted  street  markings  were  installed. 

A  mother  with  four  children  wrote  to  seek  help  in  obtaining  a 
small  business  loan  for  a  sewing  shop  she  wanted  to  open  in  the 
OMI  community.  After  obtaining  more  information  about  the 
requirements,  she  decided  it  was  not  feasible  at  the  present 
time.  However,  an  appointment  was  arranged  for  her  with  the 
^Garment  Section  of  the  California  State  Employment  Service 
she  accepted  one  of  several  job  leads  suggested  to  her. 

A  large  number  of  the  people  who  write  or  telephone  my  office 
have  done  so  after  reading  this  column.  I  hope  that  this  more 
complete  description  of  the  public  service  which  I  consider  to  be 
a  top  priority  item  will  stimulate  more  residents  from  the  OMI 
neighborhood  to  seek  assistance  in  various  state  and  local 
problems.

The  Education  Committee  is 
an  OMI  vehicle  for  community 
involvement  in  the  educational 
process.  It  was  this  committee 
that  applied  for  and  received 
a  federal  Reading  and  Lan¬ 
guage  Arts  grant  for  our 
seven  OMI  elementary 
schools.  CEPP  operates  under 
this  grant  and  its  Administra¬ 
tive  Council  consists  of  a 
representative  from  the  As¬ 
sistant  Supt.  of  Elementary 
Schools,  a  representative  from 
the  Supt.  of  Catholic  Educa¬ 
tion  Office,  a  consultant  from 
San  Francisco  State  College’s 
Elementary  School  Counseling 
Department,  a  teacher  and  a. 
parent  from  each  participat¬

Supporting  funds  for 
the  church  have  come  from 
the  Fund  for  Reconciliation,  a 
four-year  appeal  to  Methodists 
across  the  nation  of  reconcilia- 
various  projects  of  reconcilia¬ 
tion. 

The  local  project  is  aimed 
at  acquainting  Temple  Church 
more  thoroughly  with  the 
multi-cultural  and  inter-racial 
aspects  of  the  OMI  district, 
and  at  engaging  the  church’s 
resources  more  effectively  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Reverend  Olmstead  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of 
Rochester  and  the  Pacific 
School  of  Religion.  He  has 
served  in  a  pastoral  capacity 
for  seven  years  at  the  Shat- 
tuck  Avenue  Methodist  Church 
in  Oakland,  and  is  currently  a 
counselor  in  the  poverty  pro¬ 
gram.  His  assignment  in  the 
OMI  area  is  for  one  year.

Homes  For  The  Mentally  Retarded

The  Community  Services 
Division  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Welfare  is  the 
primary  state  agency  super¬ 
vising  foster  homes  for  men¬ 
tally  retarded  adults.  Last 
month  we  discussed  the  De¬ 
partment’s  philosophy  behind 
foster  homes  for  the  retarded 
and  described  the  type  of 
patient  placed  in  these  homes.. 
This  month  we  will  discuss 
caretakers,  their  homes,  cur¬ 
rent  zoning  restrictions  and 
programs  for  the  handicap¬ 
ped. 

In  evaluating  a  prospective 
care-taker,  the  Department 
holds  three  personal  inter¬ 
views  with  each  candidate. 
They  look  for  warm  interac¬ 
tion  and  the  right  emotional 
atmosphere.  No  special  train¬ 
ing  is  required.  Once  a  care¬ 
taker  is  approved,  he  is  asked 
to  attend  monthly  meetings, 
but  attendance  is  not  manda¬ 
tory.  A  continuing  worker  is 
assigned  to  each  home  to 
assist  the  caretaker  and  visits 
are  scheduled  once  a  month. 
In  addition,  a  Phychiatric  So¬ 
cial  Worker  visits  each  patient 
four  times  a  year,  or  more 
often,  if  there  is  a  need. 

The  caretaker  or  his  sub¬ 
stitute  must  be  present  in  the 
foster  home  24  hours  a  day, 
as  long  as  any  patient  is  there. 
The  substitute  must  be  18 
years  or  older.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Welfare  does 
not  have  to  approve  the  sub¬ 
stitute  but  has  the  right  to 
say  he  is  unsatisfactory  if  in¬ 
dications  of  such  are  brought 
to  the  Department’s  attention. 
In  response  to  a  request  to 
visit  some  of  the  foster  homes 
for  the  mentally  retarded  in 
OMI,  a  representative  from 
the  Department  took  this  re¬ 
porter  to  a  home  whose  ap¬ 
proved  caretaker  had  hired  a 
woman  who  spoke  little  or  no 
English  to  live-in  while  the 
caretaker  and  her  family  ■ 
lived  in  another  house.  This 
caretaler  a,sp  ram  a  soo,ar 
home  across  the  street  with  a 
part-time  student  living-in. 

Each  caretaker  can  freely 
charge  for  his  services;  how¬ 
ever,  since  the  majority  of 
patients  are  dependent  upon 
funds  from  Aid  to  the  Dis¬ 
abled.  the  amount  is  limited 
by  the  law.  While  the  care-tak¬ 
er  is  responsible  for  supervis¬ 
ing  this  money,  only  an  in¬ 
formal  accounting  system  is 
required  of  him. 

The  home  in  which  the  care¬ 
taker  operates  must  meet 
certain  standards  established 
by  the  Department.  No  more 
than  two  people  may  share  a 
bedroom;  no  room  can  be

used  as  a  bedroom  if  it  neces¬ 
sitates  going  through  another 
bedroom  to  reach  it ;  there 
must  be  sufficient  closet  and 
drawer  space  for  each  pat¬ 
ient's  clothes;  no  more  than 
six  adults  may  use  a  fully 
equipped  bathroom;  the  care¬ 
taker  must  have  his  own  bed¬ 
room;  the  home  must  have  a 
family  sitting  room  and  com¬ 
mon  dining  area  for  patients; 
the  house  must  be  reasonably 
clean  and  be  adequately  and 
warmly  furnished. 

Homes  that  meet  these  re¬ 
quirements  are  approved  by 
the  Department.  No  licensing 
is  involved.  If  the  homes  do 
not  continue  to  meet  these 
specifications,  the  Depart¬ 
ment’s  only  recourse  is  to 
remove  their  approval  and 
patients;  they  cannot  force  a 
caretaker  to  close  his  home. 

The  department  has  sup¬ 
ported  a  broad  licensing  law 
which  will  be  introduced  in 
the  1970  State  legislative  ses¬ 
sion.  This  would  require  the 
Department  of  Social  Welfare 
to  license  foster  homes  for 
socially  dependent  children 
and  adults.  Private  agencies 
would  be  allowed  to  run  these 
homes,  but  they  would  have 
to  meet  and  maintain  the 
standards  set  by  Social  Wel¬ 
fare,  which  would  include 
health,  fire,  and  safety  regu¬ 
lations,  as  well  as  require¬ 
ments  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  handicapped. 

There  are  160  approved 
foster  homes  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Of  these,  47  are  located 
in  the  OMI  area.  The  reasons 
offered  by  the  Department  for 
such  a  large  percentage  in  our 
community  are  that  the  homes 
in  OMI  fit  their  requirements 
more  readily  than  those  in 
other  areas,  and  that  our 
residents  tend  to  be  more 
receptive  and  interested  in 
foster  care  work.  The  De¬ 
partment  is  trying  to  encour¬ 
age  other  neighborhoods  to 
participate,  but  they  do  not 
solicit  caretakers ;  prospective 
candidates  come  to  them  who 
usually  have  heard  about  the 
program  through  involved 
neighbors. 


Part  II 

Of  the  47  foster  care  homes 
approved  by  the  Department 
in  OMI,  28  of  these  are  in  R-l 
areas.  Under  the  current  in¬ 
terpretation  of  Zoning  Laws, 
foster  homes  for  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  adults  are  not  permit¬ 
ted  in  R-l  areas.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Welfare, 
however,  questions  this  in¬ 
terpretation.  But  until  the 
zoning  ordinance  is  changed, 
the  Department  of  Planning 
has  no  choice  but  to  investi¬ 
gate  any  reports  of  code  viola¬ 
tions. 

Fleishhacker’s  Recreation 
Center  for  the  Handicapped  is 
the  primary  source  of  activity 
for  the  mentally  retarded  in 
San  Francisco;  in  addition, 
the  Park  and  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  has  several  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  handicapped. 
OMI’s  Oceanview  Playground 
and  Potrero  Hill’s  Jackson 
Park  are  two  of  the  most  ac¬ 
tive  centers.  Both  Community 
Sheltered  Workshops  and  Aid 
to  Retarded  Children  offer 
adult  training  programs.  The 
Caretaker’s  Guild  plans  social 
activities  for  the  retarded  and 
provides  information  for  the 
caretaker. 

One  of  the  aims  of  the  fede¬ 
rally  funded  San  Francisco 
Coordinating  Council  on  Men¬ 
tal  Retardation  is  to  involve 
the  community  in  expanding 
present  programs  and  de¬ 
veloping  new  ones.  Mrs.  Doro¬ 
thy  McDougall,  Program  Co¬ 
ordinator  for  the  Council,  feels 
this  can  be  accomplished 
through  volunteer  help  and 
existing  facilities  and  re¬ 
sources  She  is  also  involved 
in  a  program  to  educate  the 
public  about  mental  retarda¬ 
tion. 

On  a  local  level,  the  Adult 
Protective  Services  of  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  So¬ 
cial  Welfare,  operates  pri¬

marily  as  a  placement  service 
for  patients  originally  com¬ 
mitted  to  state  institutions 
from  San  Francisco.  They 
place  most  of  their  mentally 
retarded  clients  in  foster 
homes  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Social  Welfare 
but  do  approve  a  few  homes 
themselves.  Mrs.  Judith 
Howell,  Supervisor  for  the 
Adult  Protective  Services,  es¬ 
timated  188  mentally  ill  pa¬ 
tients  over  the  age  of  65  have 
been  placed  in  licensed  board¬ 
ing  homes  for  the  aged,  and 
62  mentally  retarded  adults 
between  the  age  of  16  and  64 
placed  in  foster  homes.  She 
said  it  would  be  impossible 
for  their  limited  staff  to  de¬ 
termine  how  many  of  those 
patients  have  been  located  in 
the  OMI  area. 

The  State  Department  of 
Mental  Hygiene,  however, 
does  license  foster  homes  for 
the  mentally  retarded.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  James  Karls,  Com¬ 
munity  Program  Analyist  for 
the  Division  of  Local  Pro¬ 
grams,  (which  encompasses  a 
12  county  area)  the  facility 
must  conform  to  specific  regu¬ 
lations  and,  whenever  pos¬ 
sible,  the  caretaker  must  have 
adequate  training  or  experi¬ 
ence  to  qualify  as  an  operator. 

Mr.  Karls  sees  a  great  need 
for  new  legislation  that  would 
require  licensing  for  all 
homes  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded.  “To  the  extent,”  Mr. 
Karls  said,  “that  the  men¬ 
tally  retarded  need  adequate 
care  and  supervision,  they  fall 
into  the  same  category  as 
those  patients  needing  nursing 
or  convalescent  care.’’  How¬ 


ever,”  he  went  on  to  say, 
“there  is  a  difference  between 
the  style  of  operation  of  foster 
homes  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  and  nursing  homes.  A 
foster  home  implies  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  a  family  in  residence 
while  nursing  homes  are  seen 
primarily  as  a  business  en¬ 
terprise.” 

The  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene  has  licensed  47  fa¬ 
cilities  in  San  Francisco,  nine 
of  which  are  located  in  OMI. 
Eight  of  those  nine  are  for 
the  care  of  mentally  retarded 
children  and  one  for  men¬ 
tally  ill  adults.  In  no  case  is 
there  more  than  2  patients  in 
a  home.  Since  zoning  clear¬ 
ance  is  required  of  each  oper¬ 
ator,  the  Department  of  Men¬ 
tal  Hygience  licenses  strictly 
in  accordance  with  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  zoning. 

In  next  month’s  issue,  OMI 
News  will  present  both  a  pro 
and  con  argument  concerning 
the  overall  program  of  foster 
care  homes  for  the  mentally 
retarded  and  how  this  pro¬ 
gram  affects  OMI.  In  addition, 
letters  to  the  editor  on  this 
subject  are  encouraged.  We 
will  also  announce  the  time 
and  date  of  a  Town  Meeting  to 
which  representatives  of  the 
involved  city  and  state  agen¬ 
cies  will  be  invited  to  discuss 
their  program  with  the  com¬ 
munity.

A  Part  of  Old  S.F. 


Years  ago,  our  OMI  area 
was  the  southwest  part  of  the 
fan  Miguel  Rancho,  one  of 
tne  last  Mexican  ranchos  to 
be  incorporated  into  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Ingleside  Terraces  had 
its  beginning  when  a  portion 
of  this  rancho  was  acquired  by 
Ed  Corrigan  and  his  friends  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  Jockey  Club, 
to  build  a  race  track.  The  In¬ 
gleside  Track  opened  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  1885,  and 
operated  regularly  for  20 
years.  Disaster — the  April 
1906  earthquake  and  fire — 
closed  the  track.  The  buildings 
provided  refuge  for  victims 
of  the  fire  but  the  track  never 
reopened.

century,  the  Urban  Realty 
Improvement  Co.  saw  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  develop  luxurious 
housing  in  a  location  conven¬ 
ient  to  downtown  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  They  hired  E.  J.  Mor- 
ser,  Civil  Engineer  and  Archi¬ 
tect  Joseph  A.  Leonard,  and 
bought  the  148-acre  Ingleside 
Race  Track  property.  De¬ 
velopment  began  in  1912.  A 
map  of  Ingleside  Terraces 
laid  out  by  Morser  and  Leon¬ 
ard  appears  remarkably  ac¬ 
curate  today.  Four  little  parks 
which  they  planned  are  fore¬ 
runners  of  the  Mini-parks 
currently  in  vogue.  One  of 
these  at  Entrada  contains  the 
still  functional  sundial — a 
favorite  of  neighborhood  chil¬ 
dren.

Aptos  Gets 
Crash  Room 

The  Aptos  Drug  Education 
Committee  has  obtained  a 
room  at  the  school  where  stu¬ 
dents  can  discuss  their  prob¬ 
lems.  Book  Room  B,  located 
in  the  basement,  will  be 
staffed  by  teachers  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  drug  education 
committee. 

At  Balboa,  and  some  of  the 
other  high  schools  in  the  city, 
crash  rooms  are  being  set  up 
so  students  who  have  taken 
drugs  while  at  school  can  go 
to  sleep  off  the  effects  of  the 
drug  and  get  some  help.  Book 
Room  B  is  Aptos’  version  of 
the  crash  room.  Although 
Aptos  doesn’t  have  the  same 
needs  ( since  the  drug  problem 
is  not  as  great  as  other 
schools),  students  still  have 
problems  that  need  talking  out 
and  many  have  no  one  they 
can  talk  to.  The  students  on 
the  committee  feel  that  if 
there  is  a  friendly  place  in  the 
school  where  the  kids  can  go 
to  talk  about  their  problems 
to  people  they  can  trust,  some 
drug  usage  may  be  averted. 
In  our  heavy  drug  oriented 
society,  it  is  an  easy  step  from 
loneliness  and  problems  to 
drugs  for  release  of  emotional 
pain. 

Students  on  the  Aptos  Drug 
Education  Committee  have 
been  studying  the  problem  of 
drug  abuse  for  a  year  now. 
They  have  read  material  that 
they  have  set  up  in  the  library, 
listened  to  speakers,  seen  a 
number  of  films  and  have 
made  field  trips  .  .  .  but  most 
of  all  they  are  students  who 
are  interested  in  reaching  out 
with  a  supportive  and  warm 
hand  to  fellow  students  who 
are  hurting  and  need  someone 
to  talk  to.  Someone  who  will 
listen  and  care,  and  not  judge.

Herman  Gallegos,  of  150 
Corona  Street,  was  featured  in 
reports  in  the  country’s  larg¬ 
est  newspapers  in  December 
when  he  attended  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Food, 
Nutrition,  and  Health  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  The  con¬ 
ference  was  the  first  of  its 
kind  to  be  held  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Gallegos,  who  was 
chairman  of  the  conference’s 
community  action  task  force, 
served  as  a  member  of  a  six- 
man  delegation  which  met 
with  President  Nixon  to  bring 
him  the  recommendations  of 
the  group  and  appeal  to  him 
to  act  quickly  and  vigorously 
to  feed  hungry  people. 

Some  delegates  hoped  the 
President  would  declare  a  na¬ 
tional  hunger  emergency.  He 
did  not  do  so;  but  Mr.  Gal¬ 
legos  spoke  for  many  dele¬ 
gates  when  he  said  he  brought 
away  the  feeling  of  a  sincere 
interest  in  the  problem  and  an 
intention  to  move  as  quickly 
as  possible  through  adminis¬ 
trative  action.  Mr.  Gallegos 
presented  the  President  with  a 
list  of  administrative  actions 
that  could  be  taken  before 
Christmas  to  expand  food 
programs.  These  ranged  from 
invocation  of  disaster  relief 
laws  (which  would  get  around 
intransigent  local  officials)  to 
an  order  decreasing  the  cost 
of  food  stamps.  The  President 
asked  his  Presidential  coun¬ 
selor,  Daniel  Moynihan,  and 
Dr.  Jean  Mayer,  chairman  of 
the  conference,  to  analyze  the 
list  and  recommend  specific 
steps  he  can  take  quickly. 

Mr.  Gallegos  commented 
that  such  meetings  with  the 
President  pass  very  quickly,^ 
and  this  made  it  difficult  to 
get  across  the  feeling  of  ur¬ 
gency.
